Premier Menahem Begin 
yesterday declined to brief the 
Cabinet about Foreign Minister 
Moshe Dayan's mysterious 
weekend trip from Brussels to 
Paris, Dayan’s dramatic shuttle 
flight back to Israel on Saturday, 
and finally about Dayan's 
stopover in Zurich yesterday on 
his way. finally to New York. 

When one of the Ministers 
timorously ventured a question 
about important meetings which the 
Foreign Minister was rumoured to 
have had to Europe after he failed to 
make his scheduled Friday flight to 
New York, Begin replied incisively: 
“I'm sorry, but you will have to per- 
mit me not to report on Mr. Dayan's 
doings in Europe." 

One of the Ministers told The 
Jerusalem Post: "We’re all just as 
curious as you journalists as to 
Dayan's comings and goings. If Mr. 
Begin decided not to brief us about 
them, it's either because they were 
so crucial that they have to be kept 
secret at all costs, or so unimportant 
that they are best not reported." 

The mystery which tantalized the 
Cabinet and the rest of Jerusalem 
was the lot of Dayan's Foreign 
Ministry too. Acting director- 
general Moshe Alton, a trifle peeved, 
conceded that be was no wiser last 
night than he had been 24 hours 
earlier, when he suddenly heard on 
the radio that Dayan was ab6ut to 
touch down in Israel. 

Alton told The Post that he had 
spoken to his Minister over the 
telephone — but that neither of them 
had mentioned Dayan’s extraor- 
dinary odyssey. “We both just used 
the opportunity of his return tc dis- 
cuss certain routine matters of office 
business," Ailon said. 

One theory making the rounds in 
Jerusalem last night was that to fact 
Dayan had held no secret or un- 
published diplomatic meetings to 
Europe at all. 


An official who held this view said 
that Dayan had no need to hold 
clandestine conversations to Europe 
with Arab, Communist or African 
envoys when he could achieve the 
same contacts in New York under 
less pressure. This official attributed 
the reports of "secret meetings" to 
the aura of mystery with which the 
international press envelopes the 
Foreign Minister, and to Dayan's ex- 
tremely complicated travel plans, 
which were compounded by difficult 
weekend schedules and the need to 
preserve in-flight security. - _ 

‘ According to the no-meetlngs 
theory. Dayan decided on his un- 
scheduled return home to do precise- 
ly what the official communique 
issued on Saturday night said he had 
done — consult with Premier Begin. 
Dayan, this theory has it, was 
prompted to seek further talks with 
Begin before his meetings in 
Washington by a State Department 
statement last Thursday that 
predicted Carter would urge Dayan 
to agree to a unified Arab delegation 
at Geneva. 

That statement was made after 
Dayan had already left Israel for 
Europe having told newsmen 
categorically at Ben-Gurlon airport 
that Israel was opposed to a unified 
Arab delegation at Geneva and 
would insist on separate delegations 
from each state, with Palestinian 
Arab participation being possible 
only as part of the Jordanian con- 
tingent. 

The American statement seemed 
to indicate a ftrming-up of U.S. think- 
ing along the lines of the unified 
delegation option. Dayan — all ac- 
cording to this theory — felt that he 
needed a more flexible brief on this 
key strategic issue, and therefore 
flew back to Israel to persuade Begin 
to rethink Israel's opposition to the 
unified delegation scenario. 

Begin himself, commenting to 
waiting newsmen after yesterday's 
Cabinet meeting, reiterated that 
Dayan had returned, "between his

Veterans 
to parade 

Jerusalem Poet Reporter 
Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
will probably march at the head of a 
column of former Irgun Zvai Leu mi 
fighters in a “veterans parade, 
which will be the highlight of Israel 'a 
30th independence day celebrations 
next May 11. 

The Cabinet decided yesterday on 
the “veterans parade" instead of the 
full-scale military parade which 
Begin had originally proposed, and 
which the Cabinet had approved by 
only a narrow majority. 

riie decision yesterday to bold the 
"veterans parade" instead of the 
army march-pas,, won unanimous 
approval. 

Cabinet Secretary Arye Naor ex 
plained later that Begin “has his ear 
to the ground" and was eware that 
the proposal for a military parade 
had not been well received by public 
opinion. The Premier would now 
submit the new proposal to the 
Knesset, Naor said. The expectation 
apparently is that the Knesset, too, 
will endorse the Idea of a veterans 
parade wholeheartedly. 

The parade will feature men who 
fought in the First World _ War, 
veterans of the Jewish Brigade, 
other British army units and units of 
other Allied armies in the Second 
World War (including the Red Ar- 
my). fighters of the pre-State 
Hagan ah, Palmach, IZL and Lehi. 
and members of the Mahal unit of 
overseas volunteers which took part 
to the War of Independence. There 
will also be a contingent of ser- 
vicemen representing all the units of 
the modern-day Israel Defence 
Forces. 

The Cabinet Ceremonies Com- 
mittee, chaired by Energy Minister 
Yitzhak Modai. is to decide on the 
format of the parade. Cabinet 
Secretary Naor told newsmen 
yesterday the parade would be "big" 
— but he could not yet say how big. 
The Ceremonies Committee will 
have to decide whether all eligible 
veterans would bo invited to march, 
or only representative contto gents to 
be selected by the various veterans 
associations. The route is also to be 
determined by the Ceremonies Com- 
mittee, though presumably the 
parade will proceed through the 
main streets of East and West 
Jerusalem. 

Once these decisions of principle 
have been taken, the IDF will 
|. probably be instructed to take over 
the detailed arrangement of the 
parade. 


Jordan will train 
N. Yemen army 

KUWAIT (Reuter). — Jordan has 
|. agreed to send a military mission to 
train the North Yemeni army after 
that country's decision last year to 
replace Soviet military experts, the 
newspaper “al-Anbar" said here 
yesterday.

On way to meeting with Carter 

Fahmy in Paris — 
ahead of schedule

PARIS. — Egyptian Foreign 
Minister Ismail Fahmy arrived here 
last night, 24 hours earlier than 
scheduled for talks with French 
leaders. He is on his way to 
Washington — hard on the heels of 
Foreign Minister Moshe Dayan, who 
meets President Carter to the U.S. 
capital today. 

Like Dayan, who spent six 
mysterious hours to Paris on Satur- 
day on an unexpected visit. Fahmy 
dodged reporters when he arrived 
from Cairo at Charles de Gaulle Air- 
port. 

Fahmy'a reluctance to meet the 
press fits into the current pattern of 
speculation that Paris' has been 
chosen as a rendezvous for top- 
secret sessions between Israeli and 
Arab leaders and senior officials 
before their meetings with Carter 
and Secretary of State Cyrus Vance. 

Fahmy. who is due to meet Carter 
and U.S. Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance In Washington on Wednesday, 
will see French Foreign Minister 
Louis de Gulringaud tomorrow or 
Wednesday. 

Carter and Vance are also schedul- 
ed to confer with the foreign 
ministers of Syria, Jordan and Saudi 
Arabia — all of whom were due to set 
off last night for tomorrow’s opening 
of the UN General Assembly session 
to New York. 

The Egyptian foreign minister told 
Egypt's semi-official newspaper 
Al-Ahram" before leaving Cairo 
that he Is carrying a written 
message to Carter from President 
Anwar Sadat. Fahmy said it deals 
with basic principles of a Middle 
East peace settlement. He did not 
elaborate. 

Cairo radio said the Sadat 
message contains "broad ltew,” 
though not detailed formulas, for a 
settlement. The radio said these 
broad lines call for complete 
withdrawal of Israeli troops “from 
all. Arab territories" lost in the 1967 
war. They also call for lull recogni- 
tion of the Palestine Liberation - 
Organization and for Inviting It to at- 
tend any forthcoming Middle East 
peace talks. The outlines further- 
more provide for reconvening the 
Geneva conference (which met 
briefly In December 1973) before the 
end of this year. 

Fahmy told newsmen before leav- 
ing Cairo that no durable settlement 
would be possible unless the PLO 
took part to the peace process. 

Asked about reports that he had 
met in Paris on Saturday with 


Foreign Minister Moshe Dayan, 
F?hrnv replied: 

“This Is lndicrons, not only 
becanse 1 was not to Paris yester- 
day, but also because 1 have no In- 
tention to meet with Dayan, unless 
he first recognises Arab rights fully, 
that Is, unless he agrees to total 
Israeli withdrawal from occupied 
Arab lands and the establishment of 
a Palestinian state. 

Answering a reporter's question, 
Fahmy said he will urge the 
Americans to recognize the PLO. “I 
cannot see how America can go on 
refraining from doing this." he said. 
“Otherwise, how are we going to 
have peace and how can the Geneva 
conference be held?" 

Fahmy described as a “positive 
step" a recent Washington state- 
ment emphasizing the “Palestinian" 
role in Middle East peace efforts. 
“But this step should be followed by 
more specific steps." he said. 

Asked about Vance’s proposal that 
the Arabs send a unified delegation, 
including Palestinian Arabs to 
Geneva. Fahmy said: “These are 
mere details, not the basics. The 
basic thing is to reconvene the 
Geneva conference with PLO par- 
ticipation. The rest are merely 
procedural questions." 

In maktng the last remark, Fahmy 
indicated that his country was in 
conflict with Syria over the 
"Palestinian" issue. - Syria main- 
tains that It is the recognition of 
Palestinian Arabs "national rights" 
and not the terrorist PLO that ia a 
basic issue. The Syrians hold that the 
question of PLO participation to 
Geneva Is itself a procedural matter. 
Syrian President Hafez Assad went 
on record recently as saying once the 
“rights of the Palestinians' ’are 
recognized, these Including the PLO, 
could be represented either by a par- 
ticipant Arab government or by the 
Arab League. 

Meanwhile, amid its attempts to 
champion the PLO Egypt reported 
that it would push the UN General 
Assembly to debate Israel's recent 
decision to establish new settlements 
in Judea-Samaria and. as it alleged, 
"to apply certain Israeli laws 
there.” 

Sadat and Fahmy conferred 
earlier with Sal ah Khalaf ( Abu Iyad) 
of the PLO's main Fatah terrorist 
faction, which is headed by Yasser 
Arafat. The latter is currently in 
Beirut. 

The meeting dealt with coordina- 
tion between Egypt and the PLO on 
the General Assembly meeting.

• A Foreign Ministry official dis- 
missed the suggestion that — if the 
Foreign Minister had held a secret 
conversation — his interlocutor had 
been a Soviet figure. His grounds 
were that Israel foreign ministers 
had spoken to their Soviet counter- 
parts before. to New York, and their 
meetings had been reported. 

• The official said that it was just as 
unlikely that the Foreign Minister 
met an African leader and heard 
from turn views which necessitated a 
special trip back to Jerusalem to 
seek further instructions from Begin. 
“Why could Dayan not have sent a 
report on his conversation by telex or 
at most by special messenger?" the 
official wondered. 

The Foreign Minister also sur- 
prised the press corps yesterday 
morning when he unexpectedly flew 
to Zurich via Swissair en route to 
New York, rather than by a later, 
direct El Al flight. Dayan arrived at 
Ben-Gurion Airport before 7 o'clock 
a.ra. and emplaned unobserved. 
Hordes of newsmen who came three 
hours later were indignant to find 
their bird had flown. 

"He must have been In a hurry.” a 
Foreign Ministry spokesman observ- 
ed. 

Reports from Zurich later saidthat 
there, too. Dayan had managed to 
dodge the press and had spent the 
stopover away from the prying eyes 
of the media.

Dayan sees 
arter today

WASHINGTON. — Foreign Minister 
Moshe Dayan, fresh from a 
mysterious 21-hour disappearance In 
Europe, is due to meet today with 
President Jimmy Carter and 
Secretary of State Cyrus Vance In a 
continuing effort to clear the out- 
standing procedural hurdles block- 
ing the convening of a Geneva peace 
conference. 

American officials here were 
baffled by the Dayan visit to Paris 
and bis unscheduled return to Israel 
for last minute consultations with 
Prime Minister Menahem Begin, 

Israeli officials here and in New 
York also insisted that they were not 
informed about the Dayan journey. 
The Foreign minister's spokesman, 
Naftali Lavie, who arrived to New 
York on Friday with Rachel Dayan 
and other members of the Dayan 
party, said that he did not know why 
Dayan flew to Paris over the 
weekend. 

Dayan, who "will meet today at 
noon with Vance at the State Depart- 
ment and later in the afternoon with 
Carter at the White House. landed to 
New York last night. He is scheduled 
to fly to Washington this morning. 

Later this week. Carter and Vance 
are to meet with visiting Egyptian 
Foreign Minister Ismail Fahmy at 
the White House. The foreign 
ministers of Jordan, Syria and 
Saudia Arabia wiil pay similar visits 
to Washington in subsequent days. 

These talks, which will be con- 
tinued by Vance at the opening of the 
UN General Assembly , are describ- 
ed by American officials as crucial 
in the Administration's efforts to get 
negotiations under way at Geneva. 
Officials here say that by the end of 
next month it should be clear 
whether or not a Geneva conference 
can be convened this year, as is 
hoped by the Administration. 

Dayan's meeting with Carter to- 
day comes at a time of strained 
American-lsraell relations. Israel 
has not been pleased with recent 
U.S. statements and actions on the 
Palestinian question, while 
Washington has been upset by 
Israel's establishing new 
settlements on the West Bank. 

American officials believe that the 
Palestine Liberation Organization 
might yet come around and accept 
UN Security Council resolution 242, 
despite the organization's rejection 
of that resolution last month. A deci- 
sion by the PLO to accept resolution 
242 could lead to open contacts 
between Washington and the PLO. 


Israel asks U.S. for $2.3b.

WASHINGTON. — Israel has for- 
mally submitted to the U.S. govern- 
ment its economic and military aid 
request for the next fiscal year. The 
request was for a total of $2.3b. in aid 
~ si. 5b. of which would be to the 
form of military credits and the 
remaining S800m. for economic 
assistance. 

Ambassador Simcha Dinitz 
presented Assistant Secretary of 
State Alfred Atherton with a formal 
letter last Friday detailing Israel’s 
economic and military needs. 

The request Is the same as that for 
the current fiscal year. But the Ad- 


ministration reduced the aid request 
for the current year by some 2500m., 
asking Congress to approve 51b. in 
military aid and $7 40m. in economic 
assistance. 

Congress is expected to approve 
the pending aid bill next month and 
send it to the President for his 
signature. 

Now that Israel has presented its 
detailed needs, various agencies of 
the U.S. government will examine 
them before recommending to the 
President a final sum vhich should 
be included in the next Administra- 
tion aid programme. That aid re- 
quest is scheduled to be presented to 
Congress early next year. 


Israel wants U.S. support on PLO murder

Israel yesterday asked the U.S. to 
support the creation of “an inter- 
national commission of inquiry to in- 
vestigate the murder methods of the 
so-eallcd Palestine Liberation 
Organization." 

This approach to Washington, 
delivered through the Israel em- 
bassy there, was immediately 
published, at Premier Menahem 
Begin's behest, and was plainly in- 
tended as a rejoinder to the U.S.'s 
suggestion last week that Israel 
agree to an international inquiry into 
torture allegations on the West 


Bank. 

American spokesmen wiil 
presumably be pressed by reporters 
in Washington to respond publicly to 
this Israel overture — and this ap- 
parently is precisely the effect Begin 
is seeking. 

Officials here do not hide their dis- 
. pleasure at last week’s American 
suggestion. Although the State 
Department spokesman conceded 
that there was “no independent 
evidence" confirming the torture 
allegations against Israel, 
Jerusalem was upset by his proposal 
for an international inquiry. "This 
was ammunition for the continuing 


propaganda barrage against us.” 
one official here said. He noted that 
the media had picked up the inquiry 
proposal, natuaiiy enough, while 
showing less interest in the 
spokesman's Implied reservations 
over the objectivity of the torture 
allegations. 

Officials here say that for Israel io 
accept the idea of an international 
inquiry would impugn the credibility 
of its own judiciary. Israel had made 
this point in the course of expressing 
its distinct displeasure to 
Washington over the State Depart- 
ment suggestion. 


Arens ‘in dark’

The chairman of the Knesset 
Foreign Affairs and Defence Com- 
mittee, Moshe Arens (Likud) , yester- 
day complained he has been kept to 
the dark about Foreign Minister 
Moshe Dayan's recent meetings. 

Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
had agreed in principle to report to 
the committee bn the matter, but no 
date hns been set. 

Arens told The Jerusalem Post 
that "Dayan may be a great believer 
' in secret diplomacy but it must not 
be kept secret before members of the 
appropriate Knesset committee." 

If Dayan fears leaks, the com- 
mittee can elect a special subcom- 
mittee to hear him. Arens argued. 

A minister must be In close contact 
with the appropriate Knesset com- 
mittee. and include it in the decision- 
making process so that it will be able 
to carry out its duties properly, be 
said. 

Arens added that he had conveyed 
these views to Begin and to Dayan. 

Levy enters race 
for Ministry of 
Social Betterment 

TEL AVIV fltlzB). — Absorption 
Minister David Levy demanded 
yesterday that the fate of his 
Ministry be decided Immediately, as 
he wants to enter the running for the 
new Social Betterment portfolio. 

Levy complained that his Ministry 
could not function efficiently so long 
as it is unclear If the responsibilities 
of his Ministry are to be transferred 
to the Jewish Agency, as 
recommended by the Horev com- 
mittee. 

“If there is an opinion that the Ab- 
sorption Ministry should be abolish- 
ed, it must be dealt with immediate- 
ly and not postponed until 
February... especially when there is 
talk of manning the vacant portfolios 
to the cabinet." he said. 

Levy cited his long experience in 
labour, social and welfare matters 
as the proper experience for the 
head of the combined Social Better- 
ment Ministry, and announced that 
he plAns to enter the race for the new 
‘ portfolio "with all his will." 

Gush Emunim will 
coordinate plans 
with government

Meshel also criticized Industry, 
Commerce, and Tourism Minister 
Ylgal Hurvitz’s statement thht 29 per 
cent of Israel’s factories will have to 
be closed down because they will not 
be able to compete with Common 
Market merchandise. "He didn't say 
which factories would be closed, so 
he has merely given a lot of people 
something to worry about," Meshel 
said.

BEIT SHEMESH. — One of the most 
beautiful sites in Israel, the Sorek 
stalactite cave in the new Avshalom 
Shoham Nature Reserve was of- 
ficially opened to the public yester- 
day. 

Speaking at the ceremony. 
Agriculture Minister Ariel Sharon 
said that at this time when we are be- 
ing questioned on our rights to this 
country, there la nothing that can 
draw us closer to the land than to see 
the beautiful sites we have. The cave 
is one of the most precious jewels of 
the state, he said. 

Sharon also told the several hun- 
dred guests that he had personally 
known Avshalom Shoham. the young 
military scout who died from wounds 
during the War of Attrition at the 
Suez Canal. The Nature Reserves 
Authority has honoured Shoham by- 
naming the nature reser v e near Beit 
Shemesh. after him. 

Uzl Paz, spokesman of the authori- 
ty, said the cave la not very big In 
area, about five dunams, but is 
special in the huge variety and quan- 


tities of stalactites, stalagmites, and 
unusual mineral formations. 

Pas also revealed that the Authori- 
ty is continuing research into how to 
preserve the cave and its stalactites, . 
which are "living things;” growing 
at the rate of about 0.2 -mms per 
year. . 

He explained that the average 
temperature of .the cave is a steady 
20.5 degrees Centigrade. If large 
crowds are allowed in and the elec- 
tric lights left on for long periods, this 
could raise the temperature and ruin 
the cave. 

For this reason, only small groups 
are allowed to visit the cave at one 
time. 

The cave was discovered acciden- 
tally about 10 years ago, when a 
small explosion by the Rassco quarry 
company uncovered it.

Loudest protests from chickens as 
shoppers stock up for Yom Kippur

Widespread reports of a “price ex- 
plosion” in food markets between 
the eve of Rosh Hasbana and yester- 
day were not borne out during a 
followup survey by The Jerusalem 
Post. 

A check on prices at two of 
Jerusalem's largest supermarkets 
and at the Mahane Yehuda outdoor 
market yesterday showed no ap- 
preciable differences between those 
recorded in The Post survey on 
September 6 and those seen yester- 
day. In fact, some prices were lower. 

For example, tomatoes were sell- 
ing at Mahane Yehuda yesterday for 
IL3 to HA per kilo, compared with 
IL5 on September 6. . Cucumbers, 
which last time cost IL6, cost IL2.50 
to IL5 yesterday. Yellow melons 
were down to IL4 from IL5 before 
Rosh Hasbana. 

Peaches, apples, yams and 
grape full were among the produce 
with prices virtually Identical to 
those reported last time. Also un- 
changed were such items as carp, 
fresh and frozen beef and poultry. 

Tbe only genuine walls of protest 


heard In Mahane Yehuda yesterday 
came from hundreds of handsome 
white chickens. These being the days 
between Rosh Hashana and Yom 
Kippur, many religious Jews 
observe the kapparot ceremony, In 
which they "transfer" their sins to a 
- white chicken. 

The "transfer" — a symbolic act 
— is executed by recitation of cer- 
tain verses and declarations, follow- 
ed by the slaughter of the fowl. It is 
then purchased by the penitent, who 
takes it home to be cooked and eaten 
or donates It to charity. 

Yesterday the lanes in Mahane 
Yehuda were more crowded and 
noisy than usual as shohtim (ritual 
slaughterers), with the ultra-sharp 
halaf knives between their teeth, 
helped people lift the birds over their 
heads while they recited the prayers. 

With the prayers over, the chicken 
was lowered, the shochet took the 
halaf from his mouth and gingerly 
and swiftly slit the bird's throat ac- 
cording to the regulations of 
Halacha. 

After a few minutes of draining the 
blood in a can, with Its head lowered, 
the chicken was wrapped and

carried off by the customer. 

David ' Krauss, manager of the 
Jerusalem Co-op, told The Post he 
believed a report in an afternoon 
newspaper last weekend about im- 
pending price rises may have driven' 
many people to buy more than they 
needed. 

He said, "I think it's a sin to stock 
up on rice and flour — ■ two of the few 
remaining subsidized basics — since 
all the money saved will probably be 
lost through spoilage during.storage 
at home." 

Yitzhak Oked adds: . 

A “problem vegetable" this year 
is carrots, according to sources. The 
sweet root was selling for IL12 per 
kilo yesterday. On September 6, they 
sold for HAO. 

Sources said the carrot crop was 
not ready since Rosh Hashana oc- 
curred relatively early this year. 
This cut into the supply, driving 
prices up. Another factor, they add- 
ed, was a smaller harvest due to the 
absence of many Arab farm workers 
because of Ramadan. 

Then, with Id el lfttr falling on the 
second day of Rosh Hashana, a wave 
of Arab demand for carrots 
swamped the wholesale market, cut- 
ting further into supplies. 

As for the relatively high price of 
cucumbers this year, Agriculture 
Ministry field workers said last 
month's heat wave ruined a good 
part of the crop. This resulted in a 
temporary shortage which drove 
prices upward.

Turkish captain jailed

LONDON. — "The Sunday Times, " 
returning to the torture allegations it 
launched against Israel on June 19. 
yesterday claimed that the Red 
Cross . has passed on to Israel “at 
least 200 formal complaints of ill- 
treatment or torture" made by Arab 
terrorist suspects.. 

But. the paper is forced to concede 
that the Red Cross "realized that it 
was faced with exaggeration and 
lies" in the Arabs’ complaints. 

It also states that Andre Tschifelli, 
the head of the RecTCross In Israel — 
who told The Jerusalem Poet’s 
David Kriyine that the Red Cross 
had no evidence ot systematic tor- 
ture In. Israel — is being return ed to 
Switzerland at the end of his current 
tour, of -duty. - 

- The Israel Embassy here yester- 
day dismissed the renewed torture 
allegations as “a regurgitation" and 
watering down of the paper's 
original attack. In unusually strong 
language, the embassy added that 
"The Sunday Times" has “sold Its 
support to those striving to barm 
Israel and Isolate her In world opi- 
nion by the use of allegations con- 
veyed in highly tendentious jour- 
nalism to the point of dishonesty." 

In a front page, story, the Sunday 
paper claims to have obtained over 
300 secret Red Cross reports an con- 
ditions in Israel prisons over the past 
nine years. . 

The first such alleged report dates 
back to February 22, 1968, when 
several priaonera^ claimed they had ' 
been - beaten during Interrogation, 
and the paper quotes three other 
similar reports.

Fund-raisers abroad have over- 
come their doubts about Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin’ s proposal 
to finance housing for 45,000 Israeli 
families living in sub-standard fiats, 
and will, bring him concrete 
suggestions when they visit 
Jerusalem next month.

Barak: Didn’t say I wanted 
Bension out of prison

Attorney General Aharon Barak 
has denied statements published by 
the Public Committee for the 
Release of Yehoahua Bension to the 
effect that he did not oppose the 
embezzler’s commutation of 
sentence and was not Interested in 
seeing Bension serve any more time 
in jail.

At a meeting of the Zionist Ex- 
ecutive yesterday, Dulzin stated that 
the UJA has “fundamentally 
agreed" to support the proposal, and 
that the 45,000 families are "likely to 
move in the next two years from dis- 
advantage to comfort." Some $400m. 
would be raised by the UJA in the 
U.S.. and $ 200 m. by Keren Hayesod, 
which operates elsewhere in the free 
world. The government would offer 
matching funds of $600m. to build the 
housing. 

UJA leaders in next month's 
Jerusalem study conference will 
meet with the Prime Minister to 
work on details. Where the flats will 
be, whether they will be for rent or 
sale, and other questions have not yet 
been settled. 

The Executive also discussed the 
agenda of the coordinating body 
between the government and the 
World Zionist Organization, which 
will- meet today in closed session for 
the first time since the Knesset elec- 
'tion. The main topic will be the 30th 
Independ ence Day celebrations, 
which the WZO wants to include an 
emphasis on aliya and the return of 
Israelis living abroad. 

The Horev Commission report, 
which was prepared a year ago to 
suggest an overhaul in aliya and ab- 
sorption procedure, will not be dis- 
cussed today. How to deal with the 
report, and the fate of the Absorption 
Ministry and of the Jewish Agency’s, 
aliya department will have to wait at 
least until the convening of the 
government- Jewish Agency coor- 
dinating body on October 16. 


ILlm. worth 
of hashish 
taken in Gaza 

Hashish worth ILlm. was cap- 
tured by undercover Gaza policemen 
on Friday night and five alleged big- 
time dealers were arrested, police 
revealed yesterday. 

The 26.5 kilograms of hashish, 
packed in a way new to the Israeli 
drug market, were captured after 
two policemen won the confidence of 
Beduln from the north of the- Gaza 
Strip who were allegedly among the 
big suppliers of the drug. Friday's 
haul brings the total amount of the 
drug caught in the Gaza Strip and 
Sinai recently to 85 kilograms — 
worth IL3m. in the streets. 

The two policemen, who are ex- 
pected to be recommended for 
medals for their exploit, learned that 
Beduin in the Jura area near the Ab- 
salom Junction at the north of the 
Gaza Strip were dealing in very 
large amounts of hashish. The two ' 
plainclothesnaen managed to pass 
themselves off as members of the 
Israeli underworld and arranged a 
deal with the alleged dealers. On Fri- 
day ziight the two policemen stuffed 
a suitcase with more than ILIOO.OOO 
and travelled in a private car to a 
rendezvous 20 kilometres north of 
the Absalom junction. 

Police say that after the deal was 
completed, a large police and army 
force closed in on the drug 
merchants, who put up resistance.

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Carter: Nato can work 
with Eurocommunists 
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LONDON (Reuter). — Entry of a 
comm unia t party Into the coalition 
government of 'a West European 
state would ’not mean that that coun- 
try must withdraw from Nato, accor- 
ding- to U.S. President Jimmy 
Carter. 

. But in an interview with "Reader’s 
Digest" published yesterday, the 
President said: "There is doubt 
about whether the loyalties of some 
of the communist leaders might go to 
their own nations or to the Soviet 
Union- 

"So there would be question about 
the security of specific advanced 
weapons systems and military plan- 
ning." 

The Interview, which appears In 
the "Digest's” international 
editions, was given three months ago 
but appears at a time when the 
powerful French Communist Party 
is wrangling with its socialist allies 
over their common programme for 
next spring's general election. 

Asked about the Implications tor 
the North Atlantic Treaty Organisa- 
tion of a communist electoral 
success in France, Carter said, 
"Eurocommunism concerns me 
very much... 

"The best way to ensure that the 
communist parties will not be 
successful, as they legitimately 
challenge for public support in. these 
countries, is to make sure that the 
countries' democratic ad- 
ministrations are effective, that they 
recognize the legitimate aspirations 
of the people, and that government 
administration is honest, open, and a 
source of pride.” 

He added: "If the communist par- 
ties should become part of the - 
governments of European countries, 
there would be concern about Nato 
defence. This would not mean those 
countries would have to withdraw 
from Nato.*' 

Asked if the West were not jeopar- 


dising its security by granting huge" 
credits to the Soviet Union and its 
allies, the President said: “There 
, may have been occasions when we 
sold the Soviets equipment that in- 
advertently contributed to their 
military strength." 

But he felt that current restraints 
an the sale of equipment to com- 
munist countries were adequate and 
that the debts would be repaid. 

In Rome, meanwhile, a prominent 
Italian Communist theoretician has 
caused surprise by suggesting that 
his party abandon its formal support 
of Marxism-Leninism. But it te not 
clear how the proposal by Ludo 
Lombardo-Radice will be received 
by members of his party, and hej 
says It may provoke protests. 

The fact that he made the proposal 
at all was taken here as another step 
along the road to moderate "Euro- 1 
communism" by the Italian Party* 

' (PCD, whose goal is to share power’ 
with the ruling Christian Democrats. 

"The term Marxism-Leninism has 
disappeared from the vocabulary of 
the PCI, in a natural way without ex- 
plicit bans,” he told the Turin 
newspaper "La Stamps." Be said it 
was tike the disappearance of the 
phrase, “dictatorship of the. 
proletariat." 

But in a comment the following 
day, possibly after reaction to the in- 
terview.

Polish bishops charge media distort truth 


WARSAW (Reuter). — Poland's 
Roman Catholic bishops yesterday 
attacked the country's Communist- 
con trolled press, radio and television 
and accused them of promoting 
"godless ideology," and "total dic- 
tatorship." The media were under- 
mining religion and spreading class 
hatred, they said. 

The attack came In the form of a 
pastoral letter read from pulpits of 
Roman Catholic churches 
throughout predominantly Catholic 
Poland. 

It said that the media were used in 
Poland "to carry on persistent 
propaganda of & godless ideology 
and the cult of the robot-man, to 
spread secular moral attitudes as a 
human ideal, to justify political 
lawlessness, force, class hatred and 

struggle." 

The bishops declared that the 
. media in Communist-ruled Poland 
were used "to consolidate total dic- 
tatorship, to employ cultural coer- 
cion, to spread lies and to justify the 
violation of basic rights." 

There are no religious 


programmes on Poland's radio and 
television, but the bishops demand- 
ed that the authorities should allow 
broadcasts of the mass for the 
benefit of sick people unable to get to 
church. 

Church access to the media is one 
of the main issues in ta lk s which 
have been going on for two years 
between the Vatican and the Polish 
government on possible normaliza- 
tion of relations. The government 
has so far shown no sign of giving 
way on this point. 

The letter urged congregations to 
listen to Vatican radio. Priests gave 
out its wave-lengths and times of its 
Polish-language broadcasts. ■ „ 

The bishops drew up their letter at 
a conference last June, but it was not 
published until yesterday. The 
Polish church observes the third- 
Sunday of September as "public 
media day." 

The letter urged Christiana who 
listened to the radio and television, 
went to the theatre and cinema, or- 
read the newspapers, to he critical 
and selective. "The media are in the 


hands of people guided by militant 
atheism and an ideology hostile to an 
religion," it said. ' 

The bishops called on believers to 
send protests to editors and 
producers, "for we have this right." 
They also appealed to state 
authorities not to allow the media to 


offend Catholic feelings. 

Observers- noted that the con- 
ference^ which the bishops drew up 
the letter came only a week after 
Cardinal Karol Wojtyla of Krakow in 
a sermon Utterly accused the media 
of dlstorting.the truth about -student 
demonstrations in the city in May.

Taking differences in pride

Dr. Sussna. “I felt. that the non- 
Jewish kids were losing out on their 
own cultures.” As a result, she hired 
a Black teacher to teach Black 
pupils and added others of different 
backgrounds. Called the Brandeis 
Day School, It is flourishing today 
with 190 pupils. 

Later, she established another 
private school for youngsters of all 
races and backgrounds from 
nursery age through sixth grade. As 
the principles of UNTIE were im- 
plemented, Dr. Sussna found that 
disciplinary problems became 
rarer, and disadvantaged children 
began to reach higher levels of 
.study, ‘ 

“Too often,” she says, “when a 
whole class studies Black studies, it 
jis the disadvantaged Blacks who get 
the lowest marks and the Jews who 
do the best To fall at your ‘own* sub- 
ject is a terrible psychological 
blow." 


When the Jewish children teach 
Blacks about their own heritage or 
vice versa, they -feel like experts 
because they are assured that none 
of their " pupils’ ' knows more than 
they do. “There ta a built-in 
safeguard In the UNTIE system 
against teachers expressing 
chauvinism or racism,” ' maintains 
Dr. Sussna. “A teacher is careful of 
what he says in class because he 
knows that it may he repeated in the 
sharing sessions to children of other 
backgrounds.” 

UNTIE leads to less inter- 
marriage between groups that want 
to remain separate, she continues, 
rather then more. “Intermarriageis 
generally the result of insecurity ' 
about one's identity and .ah escape 
from one's own group. If you are 
proud of your heritage; you are not 
likely to abandon it.” Incidentally, 
children of mixed marriages who at- 
tend the school take part in ethnic 


sessions about both their parents’ 
backgrounds. 

Although UNTIE has been copied 
; and working “successfully” in a 
number of Los Angeles schools. It 
has not spread widely, despite en- 
dorsements from civil rights and 
religious organizations. “Principals 
and teachers who are interested ask 
me to go toihelr schools and show 
them how to set it up, and that’s im- 
possible." -Thus, the Ford Founda- 
tion, three years ago, sent Dr. 
Sussna abroad to investigate the ' 
possibility of establishing a 
'‘ dissem ination centre” for the 
UNTIE technique. Having spent 
time in Israeli kibbutzim in the '50s 
and having developed a strong feel* 
lag for Jewish problems, she would 
;hke it to be set up in Is rael.

THE SYSTEMS of marriage in 
Israel are as variegated as the 
different communities which con- 
stitute the population at the country, 
but one thing they do have in com- 
mon they are all governed by the 
respective religious laws of the coun- 
try, as there is no civil marriage in 
Israel In the rare exceptional case, 
however, a foreign consul may 
celebrate a marriage when one of 
the parties is of the consul’s 
nationality. The marriage will then 
be p ei for m ed in accordance with the. 
consul's national law. 

' But, in general. Moslems may 
marry only according to the laws of 
the Koran; Christians according to 
the commie laws of their respective 
Christian communities; Druse in ac- 
cordance with the religious and 
ethnic precepts of the Druse; and 
Jews in accordance with Jewish 
Lav. :ov halacha. There are, 
however, two overriding secular 
provisions, which apply equally to 
all the communities, irrespective of 
; their own religious laws: the' 
prohibition against bigamous 
marriages and the imposition of a 
m ini m u m marriage age of IT for 
women' (beys can marry at any age 
as long aa they are deemed to be “of 
age" under thrir respective religious 
laws). 

As the Jewish community is the 
dominant one . In the Jewish State of 
T fapl , I shall pmrfinn myself to dts-

cussing the law applicable to Jewish 
marriages. 

One thing should be made quite 
clear from the outset; although there 
Is no civil marriage in Israel, civil 
marriages which have been validly 
contracted abroad are recognized as 
binding in Israel for all purposes. So 
that “Cyprus marriages” or “Mex- 
ican marriages" (which are con- 
ducted by proxy) between two 
Israeli -nationals (including such 
marriages between Jews and non- 
Jews) will be recognized In Israel, 
even if they ate repugnant to the 
halacha (as long as they are not null 
and void ab initio under Jewish 
Law). 

Which brings us to the question of 
which marriages cannot he con- 
tracted in Israel because of halachic 
disabilities. These consist of two 
kinds: marriages which are void ab 
tnipio and marriages which are 
prohibited but which if celebrated 
despite the prohibition (either in 
error by a rabbinical court or civilly 
abroad) are deemed to be valid. 

In the first category are Incestuous 
marriages between close blood 
relations, biaadrous marriages (that 
is to women who are already 
married) , marriages between a man

and his ex-wife’s sister during the 
wife’s lifetime, or a man and his 
brother's ex-wife, during the 
brother's lifetime. 

In the second category of prohibited 
marriages are marriages between a 
kohen and a divorcee, or con- 
vert; between a bastard (that is the 
issue of a marriage which is void ab 
initio ) and anyone other than 
another bastard or a convert; to ft 
widow, or divorcee, within 90 days of 
the death of, or divorce from, her 
first husband; between a woman 
who has committed adultery and 


her lover; to a woman who should 
have, but did not receive Aoittea; 
and remarriage to one's divorcee, if 
subsequent to the divorce she had 
managed to marry someone else and 
the second marriage had also been 
dissolved. 

If none of the above disabilities ex- 
ist and the couple are both of age (In 
the case of the man he must be over 
13 according to halacha, and the 
-woman must have reached the age of 
17 according to the secular law), 
then a marriage may be contracted 
by them of their free will through the 
offices of the rabbinate. 

The word “contracted" is used ad- ' 
vlsedly here, as the Jewish marriage 
(in contradistinction, for example, to 
Christian marriages which are 
deemed to be “made inheaven”) is a 
contractual transaction which may 
be terminated upon mutual consent. 

In this context, it should be noted 
that the ketuba, which Is, as it 
were, the marriage contract, con- 
tains a list of the husband’s under- 
takings towards his wife and. main- 
ly, specifies to what she will be en- 
titled upon dissolution of the 
marriage, since a wife is mot en- 
titled to alimony upon-divorce, under 
Jewish law. It is, therefore, an in-

plants from reputable sources, mak- 
ing sure that you choose healthy 
varieties taken from the most 
productive mother plants. Poor 
specimens will produce meagre 
results." Be sure that you get top 
grade plants with heavy fibrous 
roots, containing many hair-like long 
feeders. Have a good look at the 
leaves and don’t buy fungus-infested 
plants with rust-coloured or white 
spots, if you have to delay planting 
for any reason, soak the plants In 
lukewarm water before you set them 
out to avoid wilting of the roots. 

Planting. The plant rows should be 
one metre apart. This will guarantee, 
easy access to the plant*, for 
cultivating, weeding and adding food 
and. will avoid overcrowding from 
sprouting runners. The distance 
from plant to plant should be Dot less 
than half a metre. This will allow 
room for the runners to develop in an 
directions. 

Plant so that the crown of the plant 
is just above soil level. If it is planted 
too high, the roots will dry out. If too 
low, the crowns will rot. 

Trim the roots a little before set- 
ting out and plant them so that all 
roots (but not the plant crown) will 
be covered by the soil. (See 
drawing. ) 

Very soon after planting, the 
mother plant will send out runners, 
which will start rooting to form new 
little strawberry plants. Before the 
season is finished, the entire space 
between the plants will be covered 
with little "daughter" plants from 
the “mother” you put in. 

Do not expect to have a bumper 
crop the first season. But if you have 
allowed the runners to fill the entire 


area, next year’s harvest will give 
you real satisfaction. 

Middling. During cold seasons, a 
mulch of leaves, pine needles, saw- 
dust. straw or wood shavings should 
be placed over the bed. Care must he 
taken not to cover the crown and cen- 
tre of the plants. This mulch must be 
renewed in spring so that It will keep 
the fruit off the ground and prevent it 
from rotting. Mulching also helps to 
keep weeds down and retains 
moisture. 

Cultivation. Removal of tall weeds 
and thinning out of crowded runner 
plants is important and the main 
goal of cultivation. Don’t hoe too 
much, because the danger of injury 
to the shallow rooted young runners 
is great. Before the period of winter 
rains and cold, one or two hoe tags for 
the purpose of aeration will be 
enough. Use a light tool and repeat 
this careful lifting of the soil once or 
twice ta spring. An application of a 
complete fertilizer shortly after 
planting and again during the 
summer (after harvesting) will keep 
the plants growing well and 
strengthen them. For a continuous 
supply of strawberries over several 
seasons, the home gardener will find 
' It practical to set out a new bed from 
. 'runners each season. Use runners 
• from healthy, disease-free plants on- 
ly. It is necessary to make sure that 
a plant blooms well before It is used 
for propagation, as' its descendants 
will carry on Its properties. 

. Watering. During hot spells the 
bed should be watered thoroughly. If 
possible liquid manure should be 
used after each watering while the 
plants are producing flowers. 

Protection. A “tunnel” made from 
strong 4 mm. wire arches covered by 
a transparent plastic sheet 
(polyethylene) is helpful in protec- 
ting the young plants from damage 
caused by winter. The “tunnel” set 
up after autumn planting may be 
removed In spring when the danger 
of frost is past. 

bis ec t s and diseases. Sometimes 
stem and root lice appear on the 
lower parts of the little plants. When 
you detect them, use a nicotine 
spray. Slugs and snails do great 
damage to the ripening fruits. They 
hide out in daylight and appear after 
■ sunset. They are big eaters and in 
one single summer night may render 
much of the crops unfit for use. Anti- 
slug poison (available at seed shops) 
should be applied as a prophylactic 
remedy every 2-3 weeks. 

The strawberry weevil feeds on 
stems below the buds. Frequent 
spraying with an appropriate insec- 
ticide is essential and will prevent 
damage.

A Tolkien legacy 


LONDON (AP). — “ T 5* 

Silmarillion," a posthumous epic by 
Prof. John Tolkien, who started a 
literary cult with hifl “Lord of the 
Rings" 30 years ago, was published 
recently and Is widely expected to 
be a best-seller. 

“We have a first edition print of 
800.000 in Britain and the U S. — a 
record print run for a first edition 
hardback in Britain, said a 
spokesman for Allan and Unwin, 
Tolkien’s British publishers. 

Tolkien, a South African-born 
professor of English at Oxford 
University, had not completed "The 
Silmarillion’* when he died in 1078, 
aged 81, even though he had worked 
on it since 1918 when he was in- 
valided out of the army after fighting 
in the trenches of World War L 

The book, planned as his final 
work, was a mass of jumbled and 
many times rewritten papers that 
was to be a description of the pre- 
history of the mythical and 


allegorical world of “Middle Earth" 
that Tolkien created ta the "The 
Lord of the RingB-" 

It was assembled and edited by his 
son. Christopher, a lecturer in 
English at Oxford and Tolkien's 
literary executor. 

The concept of "The Silmarillion” 
predates "Lord of the Rings.” and 
the appearance of the Hobbits, a 
race of little people given to 
overeating and family trees with 
whom Tolkien populated his “Middle 
Earth.” Allan and Unwin describe 
the new book as a “prequel” to the 
Rings masterpiece. 

Hobbit addicts are bound to be dis- 
appointed by the new work. It con- 
tains no new Hobbit exploits and only 
refers to them once. Covering the 
first and second ages of “Middle 
Earth." “Hie Silmarillion” is set ta 
the land of Numenor, a star-shaped 
island from which his . characters 
journey to "Middle Earth" before 
the days of the Hobbit.

strument of protection for the wife 
and ought to be treated seriously In- 
stead of with the light-hearted dis- 
dain usually accorded to it by the 
about-to-be-married couple. This is 
something which the bride's parents 
should be alert to, as naturally one 
cannot expect a bride to be an- 
ticipating divorce on the eve of her 
marriage. 

The obligations which a Jewish 
man undertakes automatically 
upon entering into marriage are the 
maintenance of his wife ta accor- 
dance with tbe standards to which 
she is accustomed and the duty to 
cohabit with her. The wife, for her 
part, undertakes automatically to 
cohabit exclusively with her hus- 
band and to keep house for him ta a 
manner consistent with 'general 
custom amongst families of her sta- 
tion of life. Failure on the part of a 
wife to perform her conjugal or 
domestic duties can prejudice her 
right to maintenance from her hus- 
band. 

The secular Women's Equal 
Rights Law has abolished the special 
rights which a Jewish husband had 
over his wife's property under the

halacha, and today a married 
woman has the same independent 
rights to property acquired before 
marriage as a atalgle woman has. 
However, her earnings from work 
done, outside the home must be con- 
tributed to the joint family funds, as 
long as her husband provides her 
with adequate maintenance. 
Otherwise she may use her outside 
earnings to support heroelf. 
(The question of maintenance for the 
children la a separate subject, which 
does not come within the scope of 
this article.) 

As to property acquired after 
marriage, the law with respect 
thereto is now .laid down in the 
secular Spouses (Property 
Relations) Law. enacted ta 1073. 
This law provides, ta essence, that 
where a couple has not expressly agreed 
otherwise (ta an ante-nuptial, or 
post-nuptial contract), each is en- 
titled to equal shares ta all property 
acquired by one, or both, of them 
during the marriage, except where 
the property was acquired by gift or 
Inheritance. (This is the first of two 
articles. The second will deal with 
divorce.)

Jerusalem duo: Second part 
of Beethoven programme

THE TWO artists — who formed the 
"Jerusalem Duo" some time ago — 
are giving 1 all Beethoven Sonatas In 
three evenings at the Israel Museum 
as part of the 150th anniversary of 
the composer's death. This was the 
second programme. 

The team has been working 
together for some time, and great 
hopes were pinned on this com- 
bination: One partner Is a 
temperamental, Russian-schooled 
violinist with considerable all-round 
ability. The other is a pianist from 
the U.S. who has studied with Walter 
Hautzig in Baltimore — a guarantee 
of European traditions — and who 
has the seriousness for attending to 
all aspects of the music with 
beautifully balanced control. 

The two artists apparently con- 


tinue to go their separate ways in in- 
terpretation, at least as far as 
Beethoven is concerned. AUan Stern- 
field's performance stylistically 
presented highly acceptable 
readings of Ms parts. His general ap- 
proach was beyond criticism. 

On the other hand, Miss 
Mordkovich tried to steal the 
limelight by an unreasonable show 
of temperament, which expressed 
- itself in scratchy accents, rubati aqd 
harsh phrasing out of context. This 
was regrettable as she is an artist 
who tries to make every phrase ex- 
ude life and interest, and there were 
often beautiful lines and attractive 
shadings to her tone, aided by safe 
intonation and digital fluency. A too 

emotional over-attention to technical 
. details was felt where a relaxed 
sense of secure musicianship was 
needed to show balanced control and 
human warmth In the singing In the 
musical phrasing.

THIS successful thriller should have 
wide appeal In ZaraeJL It pits the 
Israeli security service and the FBI 
against a FLO attempt to commit 
the mass murder of 80,000 football 
fans at the annual Super Bowl foot- 
ball game in Miami. (Much of the 
film was shot at the 1075 Super Bawl 
game, which tor most Americans Is 
the athletic event of the year.) 

The screenplay Is tight and filled 
with action. A strong element of 
suspense is maintained, through a 
series of chases and violent confron- 
tations. even though one senses from 
the beginning that the mass murder 
will never be accomplished. 

- While plot and action clearly 
dominate this film, there Is an ad- 
mirable attempt to avoid 
stereotypes and to offer a glimpse 
into the human make-up of the 
protagonists.

Marthe Keller, a fine Ger- 
man actress, plays an Arab refugee 
turned PLO terrorist, who fanatical- 
ly pursues her dream of forcing the 
U.S. to respond to the Palestinian 
cause.

The real star of this film la Bruce 
Dern. who turns the almost Impossi- 
ble role of a schizoid former navy 
flyer and engineering genius Into 
that of *n extremely credible human 
being in the final stages of psy- 
chological 'disintegration. 

“Black Sunday" Is hot a character 
study, however, hut the kind of 
“larger ban life" crisis film for 
which John Frankenheimer is 
renowned. Evaluated in the light of 
earlier Frankenhelmer successes In 
the same genre ("The Manchurian 
Candidate”; “Seven Days in May" . 
and "French Connection II"),

The shopkeepers association in Tel 
Aviv has postponed a general strike 
) planned for today to protest the 
new municipal sldewalk^zleaning or- 
dinances, following a personal 
appeal fay Prime Minister Menahem 
Begin, association secretary-general 
Moshe Terluk told The Jerusalem 
Post yesterday. 

Terluk said Begin had asked the 
merchants to postpone the strike un- 
til after the High Holy Days to avoid 
causing great inconvenience to the 
public.

U.S. Navy award 
for Vishay Ltd.

TEL AVIV. — The U.S. Navy 
Department chosen to award a 
citation to Vishay Israel Ltd. and its 
parent company In the U.S., Vishay 
Intertechnology. The award is for 
the firms' part in the supply of com- 
ponent parts used in the Navy’s ad- 
vanced weapons system, a company 
spokesman said. 

The product for which the award is 
given is the multichip resistor S 102 , 
produced by the Vishay company in 
Israel. It will be incorporated in the 
Navy's Aegis weapons system. That 
system Includes a complex of radar 
and retaliatory weapons which 
allows for the detection of enemy 
forces and the dispatch of missiles to 
destroy them. It is generally con- 
sidered the most advanced of its type 
In the Western world. The missiles 
are guided to the target by means of 
radar and signals which are bounced 
off the target. 

The award will be presented to 
Vishay next month in the U.S.

Far-reaching changes 
in application of VAT

The Treasury has prepared a draft 
of 37 amendments and corrections In 
the Value Added Tax Taw, including 
a redefinition of wages and salaries 
on which banks and insurance com- 
panies pay VAT. which' will reduce 
their taje. 

Financial enterprises now pay six 
per cent VAT on salaries and profits. 
Until now, wages and salaries tor 
VAT purposes included car and 
telephone allowances. According to 
the amendment, these will be ex- 
cluded. The same will hold tor non- 
profit institutions, who now pay 
three per cent on their wage hill. The 
tax savings for these enterprises and 
institutions will amount to several 
tens of millions of pounds a year. 

Another amendment will oblige 
Israeli citizens who own businesses 
In the administered territories to pay 
VAT. 

A further change is intended to 
make life easier tor the VAT ad- 
ministration. Until now they were 
obliged to refund excess payments, 
resulting bum offsetting purchases, 
by the taxpayer, of goods on which 
VAT had been paid, within a month 
from the day the tax return was filed 
by the taxpayer. The administration 
was unable to cope with this, and the 


Citrus exports to bring in $200m. 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
TEL AVIV. — Citrus exports are ex- 
pected to bring in about 5200 m. this 
year, compared with $i76m. during 
the last season. He number of crates 
exported will be about 50m. com- 
pared with 46.5m. last year, Sando 
David, the chairman of -Tnuva Six- 
port. and Tosef Weiner, the com- 
pany’s managing director, told a 
press conference here yesterday. 

The citrus season started with the 
picking of the early ripening 
grapefruits yesterday. 

The speakers also said that they 
plan to increase their grapefruit ex- 
ports to Japan this year from 513,000 
crates to 700-800,000 crates. 


An Increase in the quantities of 
citrus bought by the local market is 
also expected. 

Weiner added that Tnuva Export 
Invested IL37m. during the past year 
in enlarging the 29 packing bouses it 
owns. Next year the firm plana to in- 
vest 3LA7m.. which will include the .

VAT on the import of intangible 
goods, such as patents, know-how, 
royalties etc., will be collected at the 
time of allocation of foreign curren- 
cy. 

Experience has also shown that 
some businesses, which were ex- 
empt from registering with the VAT 
administration because their tur- 
nover was less than EL27.000. have 
meanwhile increased their scope 
and have therefore so tor escaped 
the network. An amendment to the 
law now empowers the Customs 
Director to require them to register. 

At the same time, the Customs 
Director will be empowered to ex- 
empt certain kinds of businesses 
from registration. According to the 
existing law, even businesses which 
do not pay VAT, such as grocers, 
have to register. 

Among the other changes are: ex- 
emption from VAT on the sale of 
houses occupied subject to the 
Tenants* Protection Law; on goods 
imported only temporarily, such as 
tor exhibitions. 

Finally, the VAT administration 
will be given authority to define what 
services to tourists, in addition to 
hotel bills on which they do not pay 
VAT now, will be exempt. Also, 
goods purchased for the establish- 
ment of a business will be taken Into 
account in calculating the VAT due. 

Until now, deductions could be 
made ■ only after a business^ was 
already registered — which exclud- 
ed the purchases made during the 
period of setting up a new business. .

The Treasury is now preparing 
another round of subsidy cuts which 
will apparently come into effect 
shortly after Finance Minister 
Sim ha Ehrlich's return from the 
U.S. They will probably he in- 
troduced along with other measures, 
s i mila r to those taken on July 17, 
although In a more gradual manner. 

According to plans now being 
prepared in the Treasury and the 
Ministry of Industry, Commerce and 
Tourism, prices of more expensive 
products, such as non-standard 
bread and higher-quality dairy 
foods, will be raised steeply, while 
those of the more popular produets 
will be increased less. 

The tendency in the price hikes 
now being worked out in detail by the 
mi nistries is to tie the subsidies to 
the final product. Thus, for dairy 
products, it will not be the milk from 
which they are made that will be 
subsidized, but a selected list of 
finished products which, for exam- 
ple. will not Include the more expen- 
sive cheeses or cream. 

In addition, it is expected that fuel 
prices will be raised again, in line 
with the mini-devaluations. 
Treasury sources also hint at a more 
rapid rate of mini-devaluations, to 
compensate for the steep price infla- , 
tion of the last few months. In August 
there were two mini-devaluations, of 1 
a cumulative four per cent. Another | 
round is expected within the next few 
days. 

Government officials explain 
these new measures by the need to 
re-absorb the excess means of li- 


quidity in the hands of the public. In 
recent months, the Treasury has in- 
jected about UJb. per month into the 
economy. Until the end of the fiscal 
year, Government bonds due for 
redemption will total IL3.7b.. in- 
cluding IL900X&. of Compulsory 
Loans, which fall due at the begin- 
ning of October. 

Zn addition, there will be a cost-of- 
living allowance of 8.9 per cent in Oc- 
tober. This means that the Treasury 
will again have to pump additional 
money into the economy, through a 
larger wage bill in the public sector. 

Another major measure planned 
for the near future, after Mr. 
Ehrlich's return, is a two per cent in- 
crease in the value added tax. to 10 
per cent. This is expected to yield the 
Treasury ILi.2b. net per year. 

A further increase of VAT, to 12 
per cent or eves more, is not 
predicted before the next fiscal year.

Advance in automatic banking devices 


Domino effect of bankrupt developing 
nations may be threat to world economy 


WASHINGTON. (UPD. — In a 
“doomsday scenario" American of- 
ficials expressed fears Saturday, 
that developing nations, im- 
poverished by skyrocketing oil 
prices, could threaten the world 
economy if they started defaulting 
on U.S. bank loans. 

A Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee report said many American 
banks have made extensive — 
possibly excessive — loans to 
developing nations, which need the 
money to pay oil import prices that 
have jumped 600 per cent since 1973. 

The American banks are worried 
those nations are so broke they "will 
find it more In their interest to simp- 
ly default or repudiate their external 
debts, rather than to continue 
borrowing just to repay old loans,” 
the report said. , 

"If this happens, a dominio effect 
could take place in which other deb- 
tor countries follow suit, the banks 
panic and start calling in their inter- 
national loans, the stock market 


drops precipitously, and the Inter- 
national capital market collapses," 
the report added. 

"This doomsday scenario may be 
extreme in its pessimism, but it is 
taken seriously enough by responsi- 
ble officials that a concerted inter- 
national effort is now underway, to 
prevent that first domino from 
falling." the report said. 

Not only developing nations Are 
hard pressed by the oil price [in- 
crease. Such American allies as fyi- 
tain. France, Italy, Turkey, Greece. 
Mexico and Brazil also are un( er 
severe financial strain. 

The U.S. "can hardly afford to 
stand by and watch the economiei of 
these countries collapse, or to have 
their governments underminsd 
politically by financial difficultiei ." 
The report also said there "appe; rs 
to be a direct correlation between 
economic hardship and politic al 
repression In many countries.” 

"The Carter Administration m ly 
therefore have to choose betwe;n 


pressing its international human 
rights effort, and supporting creditor 
demands for drastic economic 
austerity programmes that can only 
be achieved at the expense of civil 
liberties in the countries that under- 
take them." the report said. 

It also warned that Arab states 
could wreck the U.S. economy by 
suddenly withdrawing the 550b. they 
have deposited in American banks, 
should another Middle East war 
erupt and the U.S. support Israel. 

So far the Arab states — par- 
ticularly Saudi Arabia, which con- 
trols more than half of the $50b. 
Petrodollar accounts — have not 
disrupted the American or West 
European economies, it said. 

"But in the event of another major 
outbreak of hostilities in the Middle 
East, in which the U.S. and Saudi 
Arabia are likely to find themselves 
on opposite sides, can one be sure 
that they will continue to act in the 
best interest of the Western financial 
system?" the report asked.

— An extension of 
automatic banking services is 
offered jointly by Bank Leumi and 
the Discount Bank in the form of 
caspoznats.

The innovation of the caspomats 
will bring Israeli banking to a higher 
level than that enjoyed by some 
European countries. As the new 
system spreads it will lead to the 
phasing out of the currently 
employed bankomats and diacon- 
tomats.

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Mystery and plain fact 


THE UNSCHEDULED flight of Foreign Minister Dayan home 
from Brussels before going on to Washington, and his stopover 
in Zurich while finally en route to the U.S., have lent an air of 
mystery, not to say sensation, to his meeting with President 
Carter today. 

Not that the session would have been lacking In the elements 
of puzzlement, even without the speculation as to the identity of 
the persons with whom Mr. Dayan may have conferred in 
Europe in the past few days. Yet the overriding question is plain 
enough: given the positions of the parties, what chances are 
there for the inauguration of any Middle East peace talks, in 
Geneva or wherever? 

Ostensibly, the main initial obstacle Is the issue of Palestinian 
representation. Mr. Dayan has just reiterated the Israel stand, 
to which the opposition subscribes alongside the Government, 
that while Palestinians may take part in a Jordanian delega- 
tion, there will be no talks of any kind with the FLO. 

Egyptian Foreign Minister Fahmy, for his part, has again 
made the PLO's participation a condition of peace talks. Just 
what manner this participation will take, Egyptian officials 
said, according to “A1 Gomhouria,” Is a matter for the Arabs to 
decide among themselves. 

Unwittingly, these anonymous Cairo officials have helped lay 
bare the true nature of the Arab involvement in the conflict over 
Palestine. 

For decades now, the Arab states have employed the 
“Palestinian cause'* as a club to bash one another with — or as a 
shield to conceal their bickerings among themselves. To cover 
Up the vacuity of that “cause,” they invented a concept devoid 
.of any legal meaning, called “Arab territory.” 

■ Such territory is supposed to be the West Bank and the Gaza 
Strip; although on another, but now more muted, interpretation, 
it covers far wider ground. At an earlier time, to legitimize their 
illegal naval warfare against Israel, they also had resort to the 
fatuous notion of "Arab territorial waters.” 

In reality, of course, there is no “Arab territory,” just as 
there are no '“Arab territorial waters.” There are only 
sovereign Arab states, which aggressed upon sovereign Israel 
some 30 years ago, and still have not relented — and In the 
-process have lost some territory which may, or may not, be duly 
theirs. 

It Is with these Arab states, and with them alone, that Israel Is 
under obligation to negotiate peace — and the obligation is fully 
reciprocal. 

Whether, or how, Egypt and Syria finally compose their, 
differences over the best use, to each one, of the PLO, is indeed 
their own affair. It does not involve the Arab-Israel peace 
process, such as it may be. For the PLO does not represent any 
“party” to the Middle East conflict, in the sense of Resolution 
242 ; it represents only a consuming passion to destroy one of the 
principal parties, the State of Israel. 

Failure by the two super-powers, co-sponsors of the Geneva 
conference, to appreciate this fundamental fact will not, to put it 
mildly, advance the prospects of peace In the area. 


Don’t raise taxes, collect them 


SINCE APRIL the Treasury has printed IL5.6b. — the entire 
amount it allowed itself in the current budget until March 197S. 
Within the next few days, a total of IL800m.-IL900m. in com- 
pulsory loans will have to be repaid. Some of the holders of these 
bonds may accept the Treasury’s offer of full linkage if they 
hold on to them. The reat will have to be paid — with freshly 
printed money. 

Nor la this alL Between October and next March the Treasury 
will have to redeem a total of EL8.7b. of debentures alone, apart 
from deposits and other debts which will fall due. For the time 
being, the internal debt payments falling due outrun the sale of 
new debentures, and the Treasury will have to go on printing. 

The alternative is’ either to cut expenditure or to Increase 
revenue. In the budget, the Treasury has already stated how far 
it believes it can go with reducing expenditure this year. Even if 
all the announced budget cuts should turn out to be real — which 
may be doubted — no further mid-year slashes can be expected. 
There remains, therefore, only the revenue side. 

The Treasury Is evidently preparing another round of price in- 
creases, subsidy cuts and a rise in the Value- Added-Tax. 

The trouble with these measures Is that they are partly self- 
defeating, and that they are an inequitable form of taxation. 

They are self-defeating In that they tend to feed inflation on 
the cost side. Among other effects they increase the 
government’s liabilities in respect to outstanding linked bonds, 
which by the end of 1976, at the prices current then, amounted to 
IL108b. — or over ILl20b. at present values. Each turn of the in- 
flationary screw Increases that amount, and results in the 
transfer of more money from current income to the holders of 
government bonds. 

.The anticipated measures are inequitable in that they will in 
effect take from those who have little in order to give to those 
who have more. 

The Treasury is apparently unwilling to touch the top 
marginal Income tax rates set by the Income tax reform two 
years ago. This despite the fact that plans have been announced 
to diverge from other, equally Important, components of that 
reform — such as a possible reduction of the company tax, and 
the abolition of children's allowances for the first two children. 
An increase in direct taxes is thus ruled out. 

At the same time the government has been conspicuously in- 
effective in collecting at least that income tax which is due even 
under the present rates. If fully collected, the total outsta n di n g 


Income tax debt would be enough to offset the excess money 
which the Treasury had to pump into the economy to honour Its 
obligations. Yet no steps have been taken and none have been 
outlined, in the first hundred days, to reform the tax administra- 
tion so as to enable it to fulfil its function. 

On the contrary: Finance Minister Ehrlich, having apparent- 
ly thrown his hands up In despair, is offering tax evaders a 
generous amnesty. The few hundred millions he may thus 
collect will not solve his problems, and will hardly compensate 
for the moral damage the amnesty is liable to cause. 

Nevertheless, one of the most urgent reforms the Finance 
Minister should undertake — more urgent, certainly, than set- 
ting up committees to examine the income tax payments of kib- 
butzim — Is the restructuring of the income tax machinery. He 
will need an efficient collection of income tax not only to fill the 
Treasury’s coffers, but also to lend his entire economic package 
at least a semblance of equitability.

THE WHOLE world, it seems, has, 
come round with the passage of time, 
to accept two propositions as ax- 
iomatic. First, Israel should 
negotiate with the PLO. Second, a 
Palestine state should be created Is 
the West Bank. The whole world, 
that is, except two constituent parts 
of it: Israel and the FI/). 

Both realise a fact that is plain to 
those on the spot, but inexplicably 
escapes the attention of observers 
far distant from the scene. The 
territory of Mandatory Palestine 
. cannot accommodate two states. 

Palestine “on both sides of the Jor- 
dan” (to quote the old Revisionist 
slogan) comprised 116,000 square 
kilometres — two-thirds the present 
size of Syria. It contained Arabs, and 
a growing Jewish population. The 
Western powers divided it in two, 90,- 
000 square kilometres going to Arab 
sovereignty, and 26,000 to (we 
assumed) Jewish sovereignty. 

Palestinian Arab nationalism Is 
thus already physically embodied in 
a sovereign state called Jordan. 
Transjordan changed its name, in 
order to incorporate the 
Palestinians. The FLO’S ploy Is to 
try to create a second Arab- 
Palestine nationality, In order to 
create a second Arab-Faleatine 
, state. 

What Israel is doing Is recognize 
the existing embodiment of Palesti- 
nian nationalism, which is the 
sovereign State of Jordan. There are 
Arabs on the Jewish side who want to 


join it. I believe that, when the chips 
are down, both the Government and 
the Opposition in Israel would res- 
pond. 


TB BAICL, even under the present ad- 
ministration, would I think agree, as 
part of a proper peace agreement, to 
negotiate a shift of the border, 
transfering densely Arab-populated 
areas in tbe West Bank and Gaza to 
Jordan, and annexing certain 
strategic, largely non-populated 
areas to Israel. 

That would make Jordan more 
than 90,000 square kilometres, and 
Israel less than 26,000 square 
kilometres — but more than the 20,- 
000 that constituted Israel's pre-1967 
territory. 

This approach la beneficial to both 
sides, nor does It violate any of the 
rules of the game. Jordan is. a full- 
size state, Arab speaking, Moslem, 
and more Palestinian today 
(numerically) than Transjordanian. 
Restoring to Jenin. Nablus and 
Jericho the political unity with Am- 
man that existed peacefully between 
1940 and 1967 offends no-one — ex- 
cept partisan groups like the PLO, 
whose raison d'etre la to make any 
sensible compromise Impossible. 

For her part, Israel would retain a 
little depth (by adding a paltry 10 or 
20 kms. of hinterland), and would 
fend off the possibility of strangula- 
tion. The Jewish people .would con- 
tent themselves with a minimal but 
possibly just viable living peace, giv- 
ing them an average population den- 
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NEGOTIATIONS in Geneva will be 
about national boundaries, not about 
the price of felafel. Talking with the 
Palestinians can only be about the 
creation of a second Arab state 
within the borders of historic 
Palestine. 

Historic Palestine, the whole of.it, 
is 45 miles wide. If Israel withdraws 
to the 1967 borders at every point — 
including Jerusalem (which means 
abandoning Latrun, Neve Yaacov, 
French Hill, Mount Scopus, Harriot, ' 
Ram at Ha’Natziv, Gilo, the Jewish 
Quarter in the Old City, and. the 
Western Wall) — the Palestine state 
left would be 70 miles long and 40 
miles- wide. 

The PLO are lucid enough to 
realize that the most favourable in- 
terpretation of Resolution 242 that 
exists, that supported by President 
Sadat, would leave them with a 
landlocked homeland one-quarter 
the size of Lake Winnipeg. They do 
not want ft; they claim all of Man- 
datory Palestine. 

Yet we cannot even give them the 
1967 borders that Sadat demands, 
because a total withdrawal of that 
kind would destroy the country's 
territorial viability. As lta first 19 
years amply demonstrated, an 
Israel with Its back to the Mediterra- 
nean and a land depth of less than JO 
miles all along the coastal waistline 
would be Inherently unstable. Ex- 
posed borders would again make the 
country so vulnerable as to be a 
provocation to aggression. They 
would offer a nagging temptation to 
every a elf -respecting tactician in the 
war rooms of the surrounding states. 

That Is why Israel sees the 
problem of peace-making differently 
from President Carter. The task we 
face Is simply to negotiate the 
borders of our. country, that is all. 
We want to settle them by achieving 
agreement with the states that .are 
contiguous with those borders — 
Lebanon and Syria in the north. Jar- _ 
dan in the east, Egypt in the west. 

How the various Arab nationalities 
and sub-nationalities, Palestinian or 
Otixer.arrapge themselves withig the 
Arab world is not our concern. But If .. 
the Arab, states want peace, they- 
must sit down with us to hamiper out 
a compromise over the disputed. 
i«nd« in a businesslike manner. ■ ' ■ 

We are ready — we always have 
been. The decision about peace and 
war does not lie with us. It lies with 
them.

TROTSKY. AND 

To the Editor of The. Jerusalem Post 

Sir,— On my return from vacation 
I read your article of August 12 about 
Trotsky, Trotskyism and the Jewish 
question. As someone who has spent 
part of his academic studies 
researching the political conceptions 
of Trotsky and In particular his posi- 
tion on the. Jewish question, I would 
like to take up some errors and con- 
tradictions in Dr. Levenberg*a arti- 
cle. 

1. Dr. Levenburg’s main argument 
implies that Trotsky, at the end of 
his life, changed his position on 
Zionism. 

It is true that the answer to the 
precise question of Israel would re- 
main a matter of speculation If we 
were discussing the psychological 
evolution of Trotsky if he had lived 
until 1946. But from the point of view 
of his political positions right up until 
his death in 1940, Trotsky leaves no 
room for speculation. Let’s take two 
passages from the very same article 
from which Dr. Levenberg quotes: 

“The tacts of every passing day 
demonstrate to us that Zionism is in- 
capable of resolving the Jewish 
questions. The conflict between the 
Jews and the Arabs in Palestine ac- 
quires more and more tragic and 
more and more menacing 
character.” 

"Palestine appears a tragic 
mirage." “The attempt to solve the 
Jewish question through the migra- 
tion of Jews to Palestine can now be 
seen for what It la, a tragic mockery 
of the Jewish people... the future 
development of military events may 
well transform' Palestine into a 
bloody trap for several hundred 
thousand Jews." 

The two first quotes were written 
in 1937 and the third one in July 1940, 
a few weeks before his death. Its 
hard to say that the "old” Trotsky 
left any room for speculation about 
his -opposition to Zionism. 

2. Contrary to what Dr. Levenberg 
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says,, there is a coherence and con- 
tinuity to Trotsky’s position on the 
Jewish question during his whole 
political life, and this position was 
the same as Lenin’s. Neither the 
young or the old Trotsky nor Ms 
followers — which, by the way, are 
not limited to groups of students in 
the [USA and Britain, hut are 
organized In an International move- 
ment in mare than 50 countries In- 
cluding Israel — ever believed that 
“the revolution will solve 
everything" and will automatically 
put an end to the Jewish question and 
antirSemitlam. 

*3. The argument that Trotsky did 
not foraee the Holocaust or the tragic 
dimension of the Jewish problem In 
the Soviet Union is completely false,, 
and is contradicted by the same ar- 
ticles that Dr. Levenberg Is quoting 
from. For instance, Trotsky says: 
“It is possible to imagine without dif- 
ficulty what awaits the Jews at the 
mere outbreak of the future world 
wax. But even without war the next 
development of world reaction 
with certainty the physical, 
on of the Jews."

The reason 
that we are working abroad is simp- 
ly. that well trained people are not 
‘'tn” with Israeli hotel-owners. 

. There is a saying: "There are no 
had soldiers, only bad officers.” This 
applies also to . Israeli, hotel 
management; exceptions only prove 
the rule. It is just net enough to hire 
theoretically trained people from 
hotel schools who lack experience in 
practical work, employ students and 
other untrained people, and. then 
complain about “our bad workers." 
Judging from my own experience, I 
say that the main blame lies with 
management.- 

In Switzerland, all hotel managers 
arc professionals with years of ex- 
perience working in all departments 
of a hotel- It is the 'duty of a hotel 
manager to train his staff. If 
waiters, cooks and chamber-maids 
are not doing their job properly. It is 
mostly not their fault, but lackol- on- 
the-job training and lax supervision 
by management 

. The solution lies in having well- 


trained and xespected managers, 
who in turn, can upgrade the value of 
the job in public opinion. Then, and 
only then,, wifi hotel workers be 
respected, , and suitable people help 
to fill staff vacancies!
